REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This Amendment is in response to the Final Office Action mailed June 24, 2005. In the 
Office Action, claim 15 was objected, but noted that it contains patentable subject matter. 
Applicants acknowledge the objection, and have applied the patentable subject matter to newly 
drafted claims for consideration by the Examiner. Claim 15 has been cancelled without 
prejudice. 

In summary, claims 1-25 have been cancelled and claims 26-46 have been added. 
Reconsideration in light of the amendments and remarks made herein is respectfully requested. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 

Claims 17, 18, and 20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being anticipated by Lee 
(U.S. Patent No 6,535,493). Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection because a prima facie 
case of anticipation has not been established for independent claim 17. However, claim 17 has 
been cancelled without prejudice and claims 26-46 have been added. Applicants believe that the 
above-identified independent claims are in condition for allowance and respectfully requests the 
Examiner to reconsider these claims. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 8-10, 11,13, 14, 16 and 25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 
Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection because a prima facie case of obviousness has not 
been established. However, claims 1, 3, 4, 8-10, 1 1 13, 14, 16 and 25 have been cancelled 
without prejudice. Applicants believe that claims 26-46 are in condition for allowance. 
Reconsideration of the allowability of all of the pending claims is respectfully requested. 
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Conclusion 

In view of the remarks made above, it is respectfully submitted that the pending claims 
define the subject invention over the prior art of record. Thus, Applicants respectfully submit 
that all the pending claims are in condition for allowance, and such action is earnestly solicited at 
the earliest possible date.
